Rivsxsivg, Aug. 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Whiie Mrs. Wall, wife of 
Peter Wall, a prominent business man 
of Elsinore, was driving through Temes- 
cal Cafion today, accompanied by her 
son, Ira, a young man named Elmer 


| Walters stepped from the roadside, 


and, raising a gun he was carrying, 
fired at the occupants of the buggy, 
killing Ira Wall instantly and badly 
wounding. Mrs, Wall. 

The news of the shooting caused 
much excitement in town and a posse 
was immediately formed to go in pur- 
suit of the murderer. The latter was 
overtaken near South Riverside and 
was turned over to Sheriff Seymour. 

There had been considerable trouble 


| between the Wall and Walters families 


over or So water rights, and court 
resulted in a in 

favor of Wall. 
Abont a week ago Mr. Wall was ac- 


ing through the cafion and warned to 
leave the country. He thought lightly 
of the matter at the time, but now be- 
lieves the murder to have been deliber- 
ately planned. 

Walters, the man who did the shoot- 
ing, slept all night beside the road 
where his victims afterward passed 
and shot without rising from the 
ground. He fired twice, and it is be- 


] lieved he intended to kill both mother 


and son. Mrs. Wall has thirteen shots 
in her right side, one or two having 
penetrated the lung. The doctor says 


there is a chance that she may recover. 


Excitement is running high. 
Walters. after being arrested, told 
the following story of the affair: ‘I 


wasin the cafion working on the ditch. 


began turning water into another ditch. 
Itold him to let it alone, whereupon 


Wall started for me with the shovel in 


his hand with malicious intent. I 
warned him off repeatedly and finally 
shot him.“ 

Walters claims that he was on his way 
to surrender when overtaken. 

The Coroner’s jury will not be ready 
to report.a verdict until tomorrow, as 
the scene of the murder is off the rail- 
way and not easy of access. 


ORIGIN OF THE FEUD. . 


A Fight Over Water Rights, in Which 
Walters“ Brother was Killed. 


San Disco, Aug. 11.—[Special. ] o. 


G. Painter, a young man who came out 
from Ohio seven years ago with the 
Wall and Walters families, gave the 
Union this evening an account of the 
causes leading up to the tragedy today 
at Elsinore. He says that the Walls 
filed on water in the cafion which was 
afterward claimed by Walters. A dam 
had been built by Walters and his 
ditch ran on one side, while Wall 
dug another ditch leading from the 
other side of the dam. In the Superior 


Court Wall’s claim to the water was af- | 


firmed, but Walters appealed, and pend- 
ing a decision of the Supreme Court an 
order was issued forthe use of water 
for three consecutive days by each 
claimant in alternation. Walters’ turn 
coming, Emmet, his son, went to the 
cafion to turn on the water. Two of 
Wall’s daughters objected to diverting 
the supply, and tried to deepen their 


ditch so as to secure the entire flow. 


| Young Walters imitated their example 
with such success, that soon the entire 
amount of water was flowing in his 
ditch, thereupon one of the Wall girls 


‘sat down in the mud and water to pre- 


vent its passage. 

Walters abandoned the field, but go- 
ing further up the stream began to dig 
another ditch to connect with his ditch 
below. In the meantime one of the 
Wall girls ran to the house and returned 
with a shotgun, and Emerson, a brother 
of Emmet Walters, also appeared on the 
scene. The other girl had gone upto 
the new ditch and again sat down in the 
water. Her sister raised the gun and 
Emmet seized the muzze while his 
brother caught the girl about the waist 
to prevent.a tragedy. In the scuffle 
they broke the gunstock, when Emmet 
said: ‘I will fire it so it can’t hurt 
anybody,“ striking the end of the barrel 
on a rock as he spoke. The gun was 
discharged, the shot taking effect in the 
pit of his stomach, inflicting a mortal 
wound. 

At a subsequent inquest the jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death 
Opinion was strongly against Walters at 
Elsinore and it was noted, that Elmerap- 
peared to entertain a spirit of revenge, 
though he did what he could to prevent 
Emerson from committing any rash act 
at the time of the difficulty resulting in 
his brother’s death. Elmer is a hot- 
blooded youth with little care for the 
consequences.

One of the brothers 
is reported to have been seen 
in town only an hour or so ago 
and the fact that several other resi- 
dents of the suburban precincts are yet | 
on the streets makes it look as if plans 
are made for an attack yet before day- 
light.

SAN. BERNARDINO: 

That cheap, ramshackle frame buildings, 
fire-traps and a menace tothe city as such, 
pay best seems to be a fact, so far as this 
city is concerned. Were it not so there 
would be no desire on the part of property- 
owners to construct such instead of good, 
substantial buildings for the purpose of 
renting. There is always a cheap-John ele- 
ment who will pay a higher rate of interest 
inthe form of rents for such buildings 
than can be obtained for good buildings, 
unless they are in the most favorable local- 
ities. This is one good reason for the ex- 
istence of fire limits in a city. Some men 
have enough pride in their property and 
the city in which they hve, and respect for 
the rights and wishes of others, to construct 
desirable buildings, even though the rate 
of return upon theinvestment may be less 
than would be received upon some cheap 
rattletrap. The prosperity of the city is 
not furthered by the latter. The owners of 
such buildings are successful only because 
of the presence of the better structures. 
They prosper because of the public spirit 
of others. There are some of this class in 
San Bernardino. It is to be hoped that the 
construction of the city laws may be such 
as to prevent the remodeling of dangerous 
buildings in the heart of the city.
